The Tuscarora Tiroes-Review says: 
Thj fear ha? boeu expressed that in the 


fveot n[ the pe iple vonug for a Constitu- 
tiouni Convention ths lottery men will get 
in their work by electing a majority of del- 
egates who will remove tha present constl 
tutional prohibition to that class of gam 
bling, and perhaps even legalize it beyond 
the power of legislative forbiddanoe. 
We 


do not thiuk there is any reasonable ground 
for such anticipation. The voters at the 
special election last year, in our opinion, 
settled tbat question for all time. It is by 
no mean; probable that half a dozen dele 
gates favorable to the lottery interest 
would be elected in the entire State, and it 
a beyond the bounds of reasonable pie- 
snmpiion, that even a convention com- 
posed of a majomy of that element would 
snbtait u constitution, with a provision or 
opening of that kind to the people of the 
btato with tne expectation of its ratifica- 
tion. At all events if it should come to 
the worst, the people would have the last 
t.ay, for tbe instrument withont their con- 
currence conld not become the fundamental 
law of the State. There are hundreds of 
reasons why ft convention should be called. 
They have been enumerated, at different 
times in tbe past in these columns, and 
never a line bas been written or spoken in 
refutation of tbe arguments which this and 
other Nevada journals have adduced in 
favor of the proposition. 


Tbe Times-Review would oppose the 


adoption of any constitution or law encour- 
aging, or even non-prohibitive ef lottery 
schemes in the State. It, however, has no 
idea tht*t it ever wilt have occasion to do 
so, and realizing the necessity of such con- 
stitutional changes as can only be effected 
by means of a convention called for that 
purpose, it will continue to advocate the 
menuure undeterred by imaginary danger, 
which nan never by any possibility develop 
into a real one.

Teller's Stiver Speech.

WASHINGTON, May 14.—Edmunda intro 


dnced a bill to establish a university of thi 
United States and bad it referred to th 
Senate Commutes on Education.

Teller addressed the Senate. He spoke of thi 
bill as relating to perhaps the most importan 
question that has been presented to the 
Senate since the demonetization of silver 
in 1873, if it could be truthfully eaid tha 
the question was ever presented to the 
Senate.

cheap money. It was demanded in the in- 
terest of humanity, in the interest of civil 
ization iu the interest of progress, in the 
interest of the whole human race. 
He 


criticized the Wmdom bill and said hi 
could not gee what purpose and object thai 
scheme was. 


Teller went on to speak of the silver 


plank in the National Republican platform 
as promising fall recognition of silver 
money, and said the plank was inserted in 
recognition of the universal demand of the 
country for the use of silver and money 
and he would insist upon its observation 
whtthsr it ptrted him from the adminis- 
tration or not. Did the pending bill, he 
asked, recognize silver in accordance with 
theplatformi1 He thought not. 
Without 


concluding his speech, Teller yielded to a 
motion to go 
into executive session. 


When the doors were reopened the silver 
bill was laid aside informally until to-mor- 
row and the Senate prooeded to business 
on the calendar, and after passing severa 
bills adjourned.

ELKO COUNTY. 


Topographical feature! 


Elko county ia titnated in the northeast 


era part of the State of Nevada. It is 15 
miles wide at the north, 102 miles wide a 
the south; 100 milts long on tbe east sid 
and 70 miles on the west side, and oontai: 
16,670 square miles, on 10,668,800 acres. 


Of this area about oner-halt it covered b 


high mountains from 6,000 to 11,000 fee 
in elevation above tho sea, one-fifth is rol 
ing hills, while the remainder—over 3,000, 
000 acres—is table and valley land, fit lo 
agriculture, with elevation of 4,500 to 6,00 
feet. Extending across the county, east an 
west, about 20 milts south of th» nort 
boundary is the watershed separating tb 
waters of the Colombia and Snake river 
from those of the Great Bmin. This water 
shed is composed of several different paralle 
mountain ranges, which trend nearly nort 
and south. At some" points those range 
are connected by cross mountains. A 
other plaoea, in the valleys between th 
mountains, the divide is hardly notioabl 


On the north side of this watershed ar 


six large streams, viz.; Goose creek in th 
east, Salmon river, Brnnaau river and th 
East, Middle and West Forks of th 
Owyhee river. The valleys of the firs 
thrae are narrow, containing very littl 
agricultural land. Salmon river, which 
the largest, has about 15,000 acres which 
conld be cultivated. The East Fork of th 
Onyhae river flows across Back valley 
which contains 20,000 acres of fine agr 
cultural land in this State. Ths Middle 
or Main Fork of the Owyhee and the Wes 
Fork flows across what is known as "Th 
Owyhee Desert." This desert is the south 
era edge o( the greatest lava overflow o 
the,earth, and covers 1,000,000 acres 
land in this county. The soil is very ric 
and about 600,000 acres are nearly love 
and fit for cultivation. It is very likel 
that four of these streams which now flo 
north, viz.. Tha Salmon, Bruneau an 
East and Middle Forks of the Owyhe 
rivers—at one time discharged their water 
in the opposite direction. 


South of the watershed in this county i 


a second watershed, which divides th 
Great Basin Into two parts. On the eau 
is the Salt Lake^Basin, on the west th 
Humboldt Basin. There is only one stream 
—Thousand Spring creek—which flow 
direct into the main Salt Lake Basin. Thi 
main stream is formed by two forks. Th 
north fork heads in the divide between th 
Colombia river and Great Basin, S«wifl 
south, and la called Bock creek. 
Th 


south fork heads in the divide betveen tb 
two branches of the Great Bas in flowin 
northeast, and is tha main Thoosan 
Spring creek. 
Balow their junction th 


stream tarns southeast and the waters gen 
erally sink west of the line between Ne 
vada and Utah Territory, at what is known 
as the Tecoma Bottoms. These bottom 
are situated where the creek leaves th 
mountains, and there are 125,000 acres o 
valley land lying this side of the Stat 
line, upon any part of which tbe waters o 
the creek oonld b» taken. 


In the southeaitern part of the county 


east of the second watershed mentioned 
the country is divided into two valltys b 
ranges of mountains which trend north an 
tonth. These valleys have no present out 
let for their waters and were, at a period o 
greater precipitation of moisture than now 
lake beds. If filled now with water 20 
f*et in depth they would overflow north o 
south. The eastern valley—calledGoahut 
in this county, is about sixty miles Ion 
and from three to twelve miles wide. Th 
southern part of the valley extends near! 
100 miles into White Pine county, and i 
called Steptoj vallep. This valley is very 
poorly supplied with water, the moisture in 
the clouds bemg caught and precipitate! 
by the higher monntami on the north anc 
west, from which directions most of ou 
storms coma. 


The western valley ii divided into t»o 


parts by a low divid*, and each of thes 
subdivided into two parts. Tho northern 
part is called on itg eastern side Independ 
enoe valley, and on the west Clover valley 
Clover valley is the highest, lying close to 
ihe secoo'l watershed and supplied with 
•aler by xtreams flowing from the mount 


ains. 
loflofiendence valley is lower anc 


the witer supply cornea mostly from 
Clover ia!l^y in the surface streams formec 
from the overflowing waters, and artesian 
springs f. d by tbe water which sinks :n the 
ground nt the foot of the mountain! 
These val cys are etch about twenty-five 
miles long, north and south, and eigh 
wide. 


Southwest of Clover valley is the second 


part cal'ud North and South Ruby. North 
Ruby is neatly half moon shape, the valley 
cnrvmg on the east aide 
and 
nearly 


straight on the west. It is thirty-five 
miles long, north and south, and fourteen 
wide. At the south end is situated Frank- 
in luke, which, when fall of water is 
twelve miles long and two and one-hall 
miles wide. 


South Ruby is twenty miles long, three 


miles wide at the north end and five miles 
wide at tbe south. Ruby lake covers most 


f South Ruby, being sixteen miles long, 
wo miles wide at the north and three miles 
at the south when full of water. 
The 


north twelve miles of this valley are in 
ilko county and the remainder iu White 
'me connty. 
West of this valley lies tha Ruby range 
•hich is the most prominent and iai{^prtant 


jnountam in the State. It forms tbe utajn 
part of the watershed between tbe basins 
of Salt Lako and Hnmboldt river, and has 
an elevation of 11,000 feet. 
Thia range is 


highest in the north, having a great precip- 
itation or moisture which flows onto the 
valley lends from both slopes. It extends 
sixty-five miles into the county from the 
south boundary, north. Franklin lake iind 


North Kuby valley are well supplied with 
water from thia range. West of South 
Baby the Baby range ia lower and fur- 
nishes very little water, only one stream- 
Cave creek—flowing into Euby lake at all 
times of th* year. Baby lake and the val- 
ley around it is watered by artesian springs, 
which are fed mainly from the streams in 
North Baby. 


West of this watershed nil the streams 


rising in it, and in the watershed between 
the Columbia and Snake rivers and the 
Great Basin, are tributaries of the Hum- 
boldt liver. On tho south side of the 
Hnmboldt river, commencing on the north- 
east, the main streams—which head in 
BubyKange—are Trout, Star valley, Secret, 
acd Lamoille oreeks and the South Fork. 
On the north side, commencing ou tbe 
northeast, are Bishop and Taber creeks, 
Mary's rtver(which is the main head of the 
Hnmboldt), North Fork, Susie, Maggie, 
Boulder, Bock and Evans creeks, and the 
L'tte Hnmboldt, These all brad iu Elko 
connty.but the last four empty into the Hum- 
boldt river in Lander and Humboldt coun- 
ties. In fact, there are but two tributaries 
of the Hnmboldt river that do not head in 
this county. Pine valley creek heads in 
Eureka county, but receives its greatest 
supply of water from the mountains on the 
line between Elko and Eureka counties; 
and Baese river heads in and flows nearly 
the full length of Lander county. 


The two watersheds separate the county 


into three nearly equal divisions, the Co- 
lumbia river division containing 4,940 
square miles or 3,161,600 acres; the Salt 
Lake division 5,860 square milea, or 3,750,- 
400 acres; and the Humboldt division 5,870 
square miles, or 3,756,800 acres.

enthusiastic and demonstrative one. A si 
of ringing resolutions should ba adopted 
which would, prove to .our Congrosaiona 
representatives that .the people of Nevada

them; that they want free unlimited coin 
age, pure and simple, and that they don' 
care a continental profanity where thi 
fotes come from so long at) like the bedbug 
they gat there jast the same. 


But the convention date is near and no 


lime should be wasted. What is evey body's 
business is nobody's business. There are 
no organizations in the different counties 
for inaugurating local action in the selec- 
tion of delegates.

To obviate this the 
Times-Beview would make the following 
jraotical suggestion: Let the Republican 
tnd Democratic County Committees meel 
n joint session and select the best qua!
